HOW  TO  TUEJSr  TO  GOD. 

1  Sam.  7  : 3-6. 
(Consecration  Meeting.) 

A  Blackboard  Lesson. 

The  topic  is  well  adapted  to  the  first  lesson 
of  the  new  year.  After  the  Scripture  lesson  is 
read,  draw  the  story  from  the  Juniors  of  how 
the  Israelites  had  turned  from  God  and  wor- 
shipped idols.  At  the  left-hand  side  of  the 
blackboard  draw  an  idol  with  lines  radiating 
from  it,  and  at  the  right-hand  side  of  the 
blackboard  draw  a  cross  with  some  radiating 
lines.  Ask  the  Juniors  to  name  some  of 
the  idols  that  are  worshipped  by  people  to- 
day. They  will  name  "  drinking,"  "  fashion," 
"  money,"  etc.  Write  these  on  the  radiating 
lines.  Then  ask  the  Juniors  to  tell  what  comes 
to  people  who  turn  to  God,  and  they  will  name 
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"  peace,"  "  happiness,"  "  everlasting  life,"  etc. 
Write  these  on  the  lines  about  the  cross.

Now  between  the  idol  and  the  cross  and  a 
little  below  them  make  a  road;  opposite  the 
figures  let  the  road  divide  and  a  part  turn  to- 
ward each  of  them.  Here  the  lesson  should 
be  drawn  that  we  all  start  on  the  same  road, 
but  sometime  in  our  lives  we  shall  come  to  the 
place  where  we  shall  turn  one  way  or  the 
other.  One  way  means  an  eternity  of  hap- 
piness; the  other  way  means  being  lost  for- 
ever. 

Ask  the  Juniors  whether  they  will  not  turn 
toward  the  cross  of  Christ  to-day  and  conse- 
crate themselves  to  his  service  for  the  whole 
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year.     Let  a  prayer  service  follow,  after  which 
give  each  Junior  a  chance  to  testify  for  Jesus.

the  world.     Lead  the  Juniors  to  discuss  each

to  be  like  us,  what  kind  of  people  ought  we  to 
be? 

Draw  a  crown  with  a  cross  on  the  front  of 
it,  and  under  it  write  the  words  "  Christ's 
Kingdom."  Lead  the  Juniors  to  name  ways 
in  which  we  can  be  like  Christ  or  the  people 
in  Christ's  kingdom.

LESSONS  FROM  CHRIST'S  BOYHOOD. 

Luke  2 :  Ji,0-52, 

(A  Union  Meeting  with  the  Older  Society.) 

An  Object-Lesson. 

In  the  union  meetings  with  the  older  society 
it  is  not  well  to  plan  a  very  extensive  pro- 
gramme for  the  Juniors.  One  or  two  things 
well  carried  out  will  be  better  than  to  at- 
tempt more.  For  this  meeting  I  suggest  the 
following  object-lesson  and  two  well-prepared 
songs. 

Over  a  piece  of  heavy,  tough  paper  smoothly 
paste  some  thin  white  cloth ;  tack  it  to  the 
floor  or  wall  that  it  may  dry  smooth ;  when  it 
is  dry,  fasten  a  stick  on  each  side  to  form  a 
banner.     (See  cut.) 

Make  a  cross  out  of  red  cardboard  or  paper. 
This  should  be  in  proportion  to  the  banner. 
In  the  top  of  the  cross  place  a  pin  that  has 
been  bent  into  the  form  of  a  hook.  Also  cut 
letters  from  the  red  paper  or  cardboard  to  form 
the  motto,  "  By  This  We  Conquer."  Paste 
these  on  a  strip  of  white  paper.     Place  a  bent 
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pin  in   the   top   corner  of  each   end   of   the 
strip. 

To  give  the  object-lesson,  let  two  boys  carry 


the  banner  forward,  stand  facing  the  company, 
and  repeat  together  Isa.  11 :  10.  Then  a  girl 
will  carry  forward  the  cross  and  place  it  in 
the  centre  of  the  banner.  She  may  stand  be- 
side one  of  the  boys  who  holds  the  banner  and 
repeat  John  3  :  16.  Let  another  girl  carry 
forward  the  motto,  place  it  beneath  the  cross, 
and  repeat  Rom.  8  :  37.  AVben  the  quota- 
tions are  finished,  let  the  Juniors  strike  up 
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"Onward,  Christian   Soldiers,"  the  older  so. 
ciety  joining  in  the  chorus. 


Attend  every  business  meeting  of  the  Young 
People's  society,  and  make  a  report  of  the 
Junior  society.  You  can  interest  the  older 
society  in  the  Junior  work  in  this  way  better 
than  in  any  other. 
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January  28. 
A  KING  GOD  CHOSE. 

1  Sam.  10  :  20-^. 
A  Blackboakd  Lessoist. 

At  the  previous  meeting  ask  the  Juniors  to 
learn  all  they  can  about  Saul  during  the  week. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  lesson 
ask  the  Juniors  to  name  all  the  Bible  kings 
they  can  think  of.  Write  these  on  the  black- 
board, and  after  Saul's  name  make  a  brace. 
Draw  from  the  Juniors  what  they  have  learned 
about  Saul,  and  condense  their  suggestions 
into  a  word  or  sentence,  and  place  this  in  the 
brace. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  discuss  each  character- 
istic as  it  is  named.  A  few  well-chosen  ques- 
tions will  add  to  the  interest. 

Ask  the  Juniors  what  other  King  God 
chose.  Lead  them  to  name  Jesus.  Print  this 
on  the  blackboard,  and  after  it  make  a  brace. 
Lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  why  God  chose  Christ 
for  a  king.  As  the  reasons  are  suggested, 
write  them  in  the  brace.  Make  clear  that 
God  has  chosen  us  to  do  his  work,  just  as  he 
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chose  Saul ;  that  each  of  us  may  be  a  king  or 
a  queen  in  God's  sight  if  we  will  but  carry  on 
his  work ;  that  our  crowns  are  awaiting  us,  and 
all  we  have  to  do  is  to  make  ourselves  worthy 
of  them.  Some  will  lose  their  crowns  as  Saul 
did.  Let  the  thought  of  the  prayer  service  be 
that  we  may  be  worthy  to  be  crowned. 
Teach  Matt.  25  :  23  for  a  memory  verse. 


Look  over  the  lessons  two  or  three  weeks 
ahead,  so  as  to  be  able  to  plan  the  work  with 
the  Juniors.

A  FORWAED  LOOK  AND  A  BACK- 
WARD LOOK. 

1  Sam.  12  :  2^. 

(Cheistian  Endeavoe  Day.) 

An  Object-Lesso:n^. 

Prepare  an  object-lesson  as  follows :    Make 

a  crown  out  of  heavy  paper  or  cardboard.    This 

should  be  about  eight  inches  in  diameter  and 

double,  with  the  inside  about  a  quarter  of  an 

inch  higher  than  the  outside.     This  may  be 


easily  done  by  cutting  two  strips,  having  the 
inside  one  a  very  little  shorter  than  the  out- 
side ;  then,  when  the  ends  are  pasted  together, 
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slip  the  smaller  one  inside  the  larger.  Also 
cut  out  of  the  cardboard  a  number  of  stars,  one 
for  each  Junior.  These  should  be  about  an 
inch  and  a  half  across,  and  a  prettier  effect 
will  be  obtained  if  they  are  made  of  colored 
cardboard. 

Sketch  an  outline  of  the  world  on  the  black- 
board. (Follow  the  suggestion  given  in  the 
lesson  for  January  14.)  In  this  write  the 
number  of  Christian  Endeavor  societies  there 
are,  and  sketch  an  index  finger  at  each  end 
pointing  toward  the  figures. 

Be  prepared  to  tell  something  of  the  great 
grow^th  of  Christian  Endeavor  and  the  splendid 
work  it  is  doing  all  over  the  world.  If  you 
take  The  Christian  Endeavor  World,  look 
over  the  back  numbers  for  material  for  this. 
Lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  what  we  can  do  to 
spread  the  love  of  Christ  and  make  Christian 
Endeavorers.  Ask  each  Junior  to  rise  and  tell 
one  thing  we  can  do,  then  take  his  star  for- 
ward, and  place  it  in  the  crown  by  sticking 
one  point  of  the  star  between  the  edges  of  the 
cardboard.  After  this  exercise  is  over,  have 
the  Juniors  sing  "  Will  There  Be  Any  Stars  in 
My  Crown  ? "  or  some  equally  appropriate 
song.  The  song  mentioned  above  may  be

Close  with  a  prayer  service,  and  direct  the 
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thought  to  our  world-wide  Christian  Endeavor 
movement.

A  KING  WHO  LOST  HIS  KINGDOM. 

1  Sam.  13  :  11-U. 
A  Blackboard  Lesson. 

Open  the  lesson  talk  by  asking  what  it 
means  to  lose  something.  Illustrate  this  by  a 
little  story  of  how  a  child  had  something  he 
cared  a  great  deal  for ;  perhaps  he  had  sacri- 
ficed a  great  deal  to  get  it;  then  how  badly  he 
felt  when  one  day  he  lost  it !  Ask  the  Juniors 
whether  they  ever  lost  anything  they  cared  a 
great  deal  for. 

Draw  from  the  Juniors  a  review  of  SauFs 
life,  and  discuss  the  weak  points  of  his  char- 
acter. 

Draw  a  large  heart  on  the  blackboard,  and 
inside  of  it  sketch  in  faint  lines  a  crown.  The 
crown  represents  Saul's  kingdom. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  see  that  there  was  some- 
thing the  matter  with  Saul's  heart,  or  he  would 
not  have  lost  his  kingdom ;  then  ask  the 
Juniors  to  tell  what  it  was ;  and,  as  they 
name  such  things  as,  he  did  wrong,  turned 
from  God,  grew  selfish,  etc.,  write  them  in  the 
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heart  oa  the  blackboard  over  the  crown.  Then 
with  red  chalk  write  the  word  "  Bad  "  over 
the  wrhole. 

Apply  the  lesson  by  asking  whether  w^e  have 
a  kingdom  to  lose.  Then  discuss  how  we  can 
keep  it  or  lose  it. 

What  will  it  mean  to  us  if  we  lose  it  ?

How  can  we  keep  our  kingdom  ? 

How  can  we  lose  our  kingdom  ? 

Teach  the  last  half  of  Luke  17 :  21  as  a 
memorv  verse.

A  PRINCE  WHO  TRUSTED  GOD. 

1  Sam.  U :  6-12. 
A  Gift-Lesson. 
The  materials  for  the  gifts  will  consist  of 
some  white  or  tinted  cardboard  and  some  pretty 
cord.  Cut  from  the  cardboard  some  hearts, 
anchors,  and  crosses.  These  should  be  about 
three  inches  long  and  wide  in  proportion.  Tie 
an  anchor,  a  heart,  and  a  cross  together  by 


looping  a  piece  of  cord  about  them.  On  the 
heart  w^rite  the  word  "  Myself  "  ;  on  the  anchor, 
"  My  Faith  "  ;  and  on  the  cross,  "  My  Saviour." 
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Prepare  one  of  these  for  each  Junior.  They 
would  make  a  very  pleasing  appearance  if 
fastened  to  a  piece  of  dark  cardboard  or  paste- 
board covered  with  black  cloth. 

Draw  from  the  Juniors  the  story  of  the  les- 
son, how  Saul,  in  cowardly  fear,  would  not 
meet  the  enemy,  and  how  Jonathan,  the  prince 
and  friend  of  David,  went  forward  with  oaly 
his  armor- bearer,  and  put  the  enemy  to  flight. 
Make  clear  the  lesson  of  Jonathan's  faith  in 
God,  also  of  how  God  will  alwa3^s  help  his 
children  when  they  are  trying  to  overcome 
their  enemies,  sin  and  wrong. 

Have  the  gifts  passed  among  the  Juniors, 
and  use  them  as  an  object-lesson,  teaching  that 
the  hearts  represent  ourselves ;  we  can  make 
them  good  or  bad  ;  but,  if  we  let  faith  in,  which 
is  represented  by  the  anchor,  that  leads  us  to 
the  cross  of  Christ ;  then  with  these  three,  our- 
selves, our  faith,  and  our  Saviour,  we  can  over- 
come every  enemy  that  we  may  meet.

AFRICA,  THE  DARK  COT^TINENT. 

Luke  1 :  77-79. 
(FoEEiGN  Missions.) 

A  Map  Study. 

We  have  four  lessons  on  missionary  work 
in  Africa  this  year,  and  to  make  these  a  suc- 
cess you  will  need  some  literature  on  the  sub- 
ject. In  this  limited  space  but  little  of  the 
vast  amount  of  information  regarding  this 
work  can  be  given  ;  so  I  would  advise  you  to 
send  to  your  denominational  board  of  foreign 
missions  for  leaflets  and  other  printed  matter 
on  the  work  in  Africa.  If  you  are  unable  to 
secure  the  address  of  your  board,  send  to  the 
Woman's  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Interior, 
Room  523,  40  Dearborn  Street,  Chicago,  111. 
Ten  cents  will  secure  quite  an  amount  of  ma- 
terial, and  twenty-five  cents  will  furnish  you 
with  enough  for  the  whole  year's  work. 

It  would  be  an  excellent  plan  to  write  to 
two  or  three  missionaries  and  ask  them  to  send 
you  letters  about  their  work. 

In  preparing  for  the  lesson  of  to-day,  draw 
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a  large  map  of  Africa  on  the  blackboard  or  a 
sheet  of  wrapping-paper.  Mark  with  red  lines 
the  places  where  missionaries  are  at  work,  and 
the  vast  forests  which  cover  so  large  a  part  of 
Africa  with  small  marks  made  with  green 
chalk.  The  map  can  be  made  very  striking, 
and  will  almost  speak  for  itself  to  the  Juniors. 


Impress  the  thought  oi  the  vast  number  of 
people  there,  who  are  still  uncivilized  and 
know  nothinc:  about  Jesus.

A  Blackboard  Lesson. 
Print  a  large  S  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the 
blackboard ;  after  it  write  the  letters  so  that 
it  will  read  "  Saul's  Sins."  From  this  draw 
three  radiating  lines,  ending  each  with  a 
brace.  On  the  first  line  print  the  word 
"How?"  then  lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  how 
Saul  sinned ;  and,  as  they  tell  in  what  ways  he

sinned,  sum  up  each  in  a  word  and  write  it  in 
the  brace;  for  instance,  "Selfish,"  "Greedy," 
"  Did  not  trust  God,"  etc. 
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On  the  second  line  write  the  word  "  Why  ?  " 
and  proceed  as  above,  writing  the  answers  in 
the  brace  as  before. 

On  the  third  line  write  the  word  "  When  ?  " 
By  a  little  careful  leading  the  Juniors  will  tell 
you  that  it  was  when  God  trusted  him  most. 

Follow  this  with  a  few  questions  such  as : 

What  Avas  Saul's  greatest  sin  ?  Lead  the 
Juniors  to  see  that  it  was  selfishness. 

Whom  should  we  please  first  ? 

Do  we  ever  do  wrong  to  please  others  ? 

How  does  consecrating  ourselves  to  God 
keep  us  from  the  kind  of  sins  that  Saul  com- 
mitted ? 

Let  the  thought  of  the  prayer  service  be  a 
reconsecration  of  ourselves  to  some  earnest 
Christian  endeavor. 


If  your  Juniors  grow  restless  or  inattentive, 
foi'm  them  into  a  line,  and  go  through  a  march 
drill  to  the  time  of  some  bright  song  that  they 
all  know.

HOW  GOD  LOOKS  AT  PEOPLE. 

1  Sam.  16  :  6-12. 
An  Object-Lesson. 

Use  for  the  object-lesson  an  apple  that  ap- 
pears perfect  and  sound  on  the  outside,  but  has 
a  bad,  worm-eaten  heart.  At  this  time  of  the 
year  it  is  very  easy  to  find  such  an  apple. 
The  apple  can  be  cut  in  two  to  find  out  its 
condition,  and  fastened  together  again  with 
toothpicks.  Also  have  a  perfect  apple,  but  not 
quite  as  large  or  nice-looking  as  the  other. 

These  were  all  nice-looking  men  that  passed 
in  front  of  God,  but  he  did  not  choose  any  of 
them.     Now  there  was  some  reason. 

Here  make  clear  to  the  Juniors  that  God 
can  see  us  through  and  through ;  that  he 
knows  every  thought  of  our  minds  and  every 
motive,  whether  good  or  bad.  He  could  see 
right  down  into  these  men's  hearts,  and  he  saw 
that  they  were  bad. 

Now  show  the  apple  with  the  bad  heart; 
hold  it  up  and  ask  the  Juniors  whether  it  looks 
good  to  eat,  and  which  of  the  two  is  the  bet- 
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ter-looking.  Compare  it  to  the  men  who 
passed  before  God.  Now  open  the  apple  and 
show  the  bad  heart. 

Let  one  of  the  Juniors  tell  the  story  of  how 
the  heart  of  the  apple  became  bad  ;  how,  when 
it  w^as  a  beautiful  blossom  on  the  apple-tree,  a 
tiny  fly  came  buzzing  along  and  left  a  little 
egg,^  right  in  the  heart  of  the  blossom.  Soon 
the  petals  fell  off,  and  where  the  blossom  had 
been  there  grew  a  little  apple ;  but,  as  the  ap- 
ple grew,  the  egg  hatched  into  a  little  worm 
that  finally  ate  the  heart  away,  and  then  bored 
its  way  out.  Compare  this  story  of  the  apple 
with  our  own  lives.  The  little  germ  of  sin 
enters  into  our  hearts  sometimes  merely  as  a 
pleasure,  but  it  grows  and  grows  until  our 
hearts  are  all  bad. 

But  there  was  one  man  who  passed  before 
God  who  had  a  good  heart.  Here  show  the 
perfect  apple,  open  it,  and  show  the  good 
heart. 

Close  the  lesson  with  the  following  ques- 
tions : 

How  shall  w^e  look  as  we  pass  before  God  ? 

Will  he  choose  us  ?

THE  STORY  OF  A  BOY  AND  A  GIANT. 

1  Sam.  17  :  Jf-11,  32-37. 
A  Blackboard  Lesson. 

Arrange  with  one  of  the  boys  a  week  be- 
fore to  tell  the  story  of  David  and  Goliath. 
Make  a  chalk-talk  of  this ;  and,  as  the  story  is 
being  told,  draw  on  the  blackboard  figures  to 
represent  David  with  his  sling  and  Goliath 
with  his  armor  and  sword.  It  would  be  well 
to  have  the  boy  who  tells  the  story  illustrate 
it  with  a  sling-shot  and  five  small  stones. 

Lik-en  the  giant,  Goliath,  to  the  giant  Sin, 
and  David  to  one  of  the  Juniors. 

Now  each  one  of  us  is  like  David,  and  has 
started  out  to  kill  the  giant.  David  tried  on 
Saul's  armor,  but  it  was  so  large  and  clumsy 
that  he  said  he  never  could  kill  the  giant  with 
that  on ;  so  he  took  it  off,  and  took  out  of  his 
shepherd's  bag  a  sling.  Now  David  thought 
a  good  deal  of  that  sling  ;  for  he  had  killed 
wild  animals  with  it,  and  felt  sure  that  he 
could  kill  Goliath  ;  so  he  hunted  around  and 
found  five  smooth  little  stones,  then  went  to 
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meet  the  giant.  Now  the  giant  was  covered 
with  chain  armor  from  head  to  foot ;  there 
was  just  one  place  where  the  stone  from  David's 
sling  could  strike,  and  that  was  just  under  the 
giant's  helmet. 

The  giant  made  fun  of  David,  and  called 
him  a  dog ;  but  he  did  not  laugh  long,  for 
David  whirled  his  sling  around,  and  the  little 
stone  sped  away  to  strike  the  giant  down. 

Now  what  can  we  have  that  David  had  when 
we  go  to  kill  our  giant.  Sin  ? 

First,  we  can  have  faith  in  God ;  second,  we 
can  have  courage ;  third,  we  can  have  love  for 
right ;  fourth,  we  can  want  to  rid  the  land  of 
the  bad  giant. 

What  have  we  that  David  did  not  have? 
(Draw  a  cross  on  the  blackboard,  and  make  it 
plain  to  the  Juniors  that  we  have  Christ,  our 
friend  and  elder  brother,  who  is  always  ready 
to  help  us  overthrow  the  giant  Sin.) 


Set  your  Juniors  to  collecting  temperance 
literature  such  as  sketches  and  short  temper- 
ance stories  and  incidents  from  newspapers  and 
magazines.  Let  these  be  pasted  in  a  scrap- 
book  for  use  at  the  temperance  meetings.

Lead  the  Juniors  to  discuss  each  of  these 
and  the  evil  that  may  grow  out  of  the  use  of 
such  drinks.

A  very  good  idea  would 
be  to  plan  with  your  temperance  committee  a 
week  or  two  previous  to  this  meeting  for  each 
of  them  to  read  a  short  story ;  one  about  the 
boy  who  drank  hard  cider,  another  about  the 
young  man  who  learned  to  love  wine,  etc., 
through  the  last  of  the  drinks  mentioned.

A.-^  Object-Lesson. 

Lay  your  plans  for  the  Easter  meeting  at 
least  two  weeks  in  advance.  The  music  com- 
mittee may  furnish  special  and  appropriate 
music,  and  the  flower  committee  may  decorate 
the  room  with  flowers,  potted  plants,  flags, 
etc. 

Ask  one  of  the  Juniors  to  plant  some  grains 
of  corn  or  beans  two  or  three  weeks  before 
the  meeting,  and  bring  them  to  the  Easter 
meeting.  Ask  another  Junior  to  bring  an  egg^ 
another  a  bulb,  and  another  a  lily.  Other  ob- 
jects that  symbolize  resurrection  may  be 
brought  to  the  meeting. 

Let  the  lesson  talk  hinge  upon  the  resurrec- 
tion of  Christ  and  what  it  means  to  us.  Show 
and  discuss  each  object,  making  clear  the 
thought  that  God  can  bring  life  out  of 
things  that  seem  to  us  to  have  no  life. 
The   bulb   and   grains  of   corn  will  illustrate

THE  END  OF  A  WILFUL  LIFE. 

1  Sa7n.  31:1-6. 

A  Blackboaed  Lesson. 

We  will  treat  this  lesson  similarly  to  the 
one  for  April  8.  Instead  of  the  flowers  sketch 
some  thistles  on  the  blackboard,  and  place  the 
emphasis  of  the  lesson  on  the  thought  of  sel- 
fishness. Print  the  word  "Selfishness" 
with  colored  chalk  among  the  thistles.  At 
the  right  of  this  make  a  long  brace,  and  ask 
the  Juniors  to  name  some  of  the  fruits  of  sel- 
fishness. This  will  work  out  similarly  to  the 
illustration  given  below.  As  each  suggestion 
is  made,  let  it  be  thoroughly  discussed. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  review  Saul's  life,  and 
ask  what  kind  of  influence  such  a  life  will  have 
on  others. 

Call  attention  to  the  seed  of  the  thistle,  how 
it  is  mounted  on  a  little  fluffy  wing  that  flies 
away,  hither  and  thither,  and  may,  at  last, 
drop  among  the  flowers  or  the  grain  ;  and  the 
next  thing  we  know  there  is  a  thistle  growing 
that  will  send  out  man}^  more  winged  seeds  to 
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do  other  mischief;  and  it  is  just  so  with  our 
influence;  if  we  are  like  Saul,  we  sow  the 
thistle  seeds  of  selfishness.

A  VISIT  TO  EGYPT. 

Ps.  68  :  31,  S'2. 

(Foreign  Missions.) 

A]sr  Object-Lesson. 

Prepare    the     object-lesson    as    follows : 

Make   a  large   cone   out  of   common   brown 

or  manila  paper.     Paste  the  edges  so  that  they 

will  be  secure;   then  fold  the  cone  so  as  to 

give  it  the  appearance  of  having  four  sides. 

This  may  be  done  by  folding  it  first  in  halves, 

then  quarters.     Paste  a  small  round  piece  of 


cardboard  at  the  point,  on  which  to  place  the 
candle.  This,  when  finished,  will  represent 
an  Egyptian  pyramid. 
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Also  make  small  pyramids  of  very  heavy 
paper  or  manila  cardboard.  The  accompany- 
ing illustration  may  be  used  as  a  pattern  for 
these.  Cut  off  the  point  at  the  top  so  that  the 
hole  will  be  large  enough  for  a  cent ;  give  one 
to  each  Junior  to  be  used  for  a  bank  for  his 
missionary  money. 

At  the  previous  meeting  ask  the  Juniors  to 
learn  all  they  can  about  Egypt  and  her  people. 
Make  clear  to  them  that,  while  England  has 
taken  to  Egypt  all  of  her  modern  and  scien- 
tific inventions,  and  has  modernized  her  cities 
until  Cairo  on  the  l!^ile  can  scarcely  be  distin- 
guished from  one  of  our  modern  cities,  she  has 
not  taken  the  gospel  of  Christ  to  the  Egyptians. 
Then  bring  out  the  thought  of  how  we  can 
help  do  this. 

There  are  but  two  things  necessary  to  do 
this ;  one  is,  people  who  are  willing  to  conse- 
crate their  lives  as  missionaries,  and  the  other, 
money  with  which  to  send  them.  Perhaps  we 
cannot  go  as  missionaries,  but  we  can  save  our 
pennies  to  help  send  some  one  else.  Light 
a  small  candle,  and  place  it  on  top  of  the 
large  pyramid.  This  may  be  done  by  melting 
the  lower  end  of  the  candle  over  a  match  and 
quickly  placing  it  on  the  cardboard.  Let  the 
Juniors  stand  and  sing  an  appropriate  mis- 
sionary hymn. 
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Ask  them  to  name  some  Bible  incidents  about 
Egypty  such  as  the  Israelites  in  Egypt  and 
Christ's  journey  to  Egypt  in  his  childhood,  etc. 


Help  your  missionary  committee  to  collect 
interesting  and  instructive  literature  on  mis- 
sionary work  in  different  countries.  These 
may  be  pasted  in  a  scrap-book  or  kept  in  small 
boxes,  keeping  the  items  of  each  country  under 
their  own  head.

(Consecration  Meeting.) 
An  Object-Lesson. 

Send  to  the  United  Society  of  Christian 
Endeavor,  Tremont  Temple,  Boston,  Mass., 
for  some  Perry  pictures  of  Christ.  These  can 
be  had  for  a  cent  apiece,  and  will  make  a 
beautiful  gift  to  accompany  this  lesson. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read, 
lead  the  Juniors  to  discuss : 

1.  What  their  homes  mean  to  them. 

2.  What  they  can  do  to  make  their  homes 
happy. 

3.  What  must  be  a  part  of  every  home  if  it 
is  truly  happy. 

Pass  slips  of  paper  among  the  Juniors,  and 
ask  each  to  write  on  his  slip  one  thing  that 
makes  a  home  happy.  After  these  are  col- 
lected, read  and  discuss  each  one. 

Ask  how  we  can  make  Christ  a  part  of  our 
homes.  The  Juniors  will  answer,  "Invite  him,"

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Pass  the  pictures  among  the  Juniors,  and  tell 
them,  to  mount  them  on  mats,  or  frame  them 
in  passe-partout,  and  hang  them  in  the  living- 
room  where  they  can  see  them  every  day.

now  DAYID  KEPT  HIS  PROMISE. 

^  Sam.  9  :  1-7  ;  1  Sam.  W  :  13-16. 
An  Object-Lesson. 

If  possible,  take  your  Juniors  to  the  woods 
on  the  Saturday  previous  to  this  lesson.  Help 
them  to  gather  the  freshest  and  prettiest  wild 
flowers  to  be  had,  and  pack  the  stems  in  damp 
moss. 

Meet  with  your  sunshine  committee  some- 
time during  the  w^eek,  and  make  a  number  of 
May  baskets ;  also  write  Bible  promises  on 
narrow  slips  of  paper,  and  fold  them  very 
small.  A  short  time  before  the  Junior  hour 
fill  the  baskets  with  wild  flowers,  and  place 
them  on  a  table  in  the  front  of  the  room.  Use 
these  for  an  object-lesson,  teaching  that  the 
flowers  symbolize  God's  promises.  All  winter 
long  they  are  covered  up  under  the  snow,  but 
with  the  spring  sunshine  the  tiny  leaves  come 
above  the  ground  like  the  fulfilling  of  a  prom- 
ise, for  we  know  then  that  the  flowers  are 
coming.  We  know  that  God  will  fulfil  his 
promises  because  he  has  done  so  over  and  over 
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again,  just  as  we  know  the  flowers  will  bloom 
every  spring. 

Pass  the  Bible  promises  among  the  Juniors ; 
let  each  one  rise,  read  his  promise,  then  come 
forward  and  place  it  among  the  flowers  in  the 
baskets.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the 
flowers  should  be  carried  to  the  hospital,  to 
the  sick  and  shut-in,  or  to  old  people.  The 
accompanying  design  may  be  used  as  a  pattern 
for  baskets.  Use  a  square  piece  of  paper,  and 
fold  at  the  dotted  lines  ;  then  paste  the  corners 
down.

Interest  the  members  of  the  older  society  in 
your  Junior  meetings,  and  invite  three  or  four 
of  them  to  be  present  at  each  meeting.

A  Blackboard  Lesson. 

In  teaching  this  lesson  I  would  enlarge  the 
topic  a  little,  and  add  the  thought  of  how  we 
can  repay  our  parents  for  their  love  and  care. 

Divide  the  society  into  two  parts,  and  let 
one  half  tell  how  our  parents  show  their  love 
to  us,  and  the  other  side,  how  we  can  repay 
them.  Divide  the  blackboard,  and  write  on  it 
the  suggestions  of  each  side. 

Another  way  to  make  this  lesson  interesting 
would  be  to  prepare  a  modification  of  a  promis- 
sory note.     This  may  read  as  follows :

Now  have  the  Juniors  read  the  note,  and 
ask  how  many  will  sign  it  and  begin  right 
away  to  pay  both  principal  and  interest. 
Make  the  thought  so  clear  to  them  that  they 
will  readily  understand  that  mother  and  father 
like  best  to  be  paid  in  obedience,  love,  kind- 
ness, smiles,  etc. 

Let  the  sentence  prayers  which  follow  be 
that  God  will  help  them  to  pay  this  debt  of 
love. 

Tell  the  Juniors  to  take  the  little  notes  home 
and  give  them  to  mother  and  father. 


Invite  the  parents  of  the  Juniors  to  the 
meetings.  Arrange  to  invite  three  or  four  at 
a  time.  They  will  thus  become  more  inter- 
ested in  Junior  work,  and  it  is  always  an 
excellent  plan  to  have  a  few  older  people  at 
the  Junior  meetings.

WHY  SHOULD  WE   HELP  HOME  MIS- 
SIONS? 

^  Cor.  6 :  U,  15. 
(Home  Missions.) 

An  Object-Lesson. 

Arrange  for  this  meeting  at  least  two 
weeks  in  advance.  Divide  the  society  into  six 
parts ;  or,  if  you  happen  to  have  so  many  com- 
mittees, assign  to  each  one  a  department  of 
home-missionary  work  ;  for  instance,  give  to 
the  missionary  committee  the  mountain  people 
of  the  South ;  to  the  sunshine  committee,  the 
colored  people ;  to  the  prayer-meeting  commit- 
tee, the  Alaskans ;  to  the  lookout  committee, 
the  Chinese  ;  to  the  temperance  committee,  the 
work  among  the  Indians ;  and  to  the  flower 
committee,  the  miners  and  lumbermen. 

Meet  with  these  committees  or  departments, 
and  help  each  one  to  dress  a  doll  that  will  rep- 
resent the  people  of  our  home-missionary  work. 
Also  help  them  to  find  out  all  about  the  people 
in  their  particular  field.  If  this  is  well  planned, 
the  meeting  can  be  made  intensely  interesting 
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and  instructive.  In  some  cases  they  can  ar- 
range for  the  doll  to  tell  its  own  story ;  only, 
of  course,  one  of  the  Juniors  would  have  to 
read  the  story. 

After  this  part  of  the  meeting  is  finished, 
lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  how  we  can  best  aid 
and  advance  our  missionary  work.  This  should 
lead  to  a  lively  discussion  on  giving  and  saving 
our  missionary  money. 


The  dolls  above  referred  to  can  be  used  to 
good  advantage  to  illustrate  and  represent  the 
foreign-missionary  work.

(CONSECEATION  MEETING.) 

An  OBjECT-LESsoisr. 

Make  five  cards  about  nine  inches  square ; 
these  should  be  made  of  heavy  paper  or  light- 
w^eight  cardboard.     On  the  first  card  draw  a 


safe,  or  paste  on  it  the  picture  of  a  safe ;  and 
over  it  print  the  words,  "  God's  Safe."     On  the 
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second  card  draw  some  picture  to  represent 
money  ;  on  the  third,  the  figure  of  a  girl  with 
a  broom  in  her  hand  ;  on  the  fourth,  some  boys 
playing  ball ;  and  on  the  fifth,  a  heart.  Make 
a  hole  in  the  centre  of  the  top  of  each  of  the 
cards,  and  tie  them  together  loosely  with  a 
narrow  ribbon  or  cord. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  lesson, 
begin  the  lesson  talk  by  telling  how  we  all 
have  things  that  we  value  very  highly,  and  we 
want  to  put  them  in  a  safe  place. 

Here  show  the  first  card,  and  by  a  few  ques- 
tions lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  about  different 
kinds  of  safes  and  their  uses.  Then  call  atten- 
tion to  the  words  over  the  picture,  and  ask 
what  things  we  have  that  we  should  like  to 
keep  safe.  The  Juniors  will  be  almost  sure  to 
name  money ;  then  show  the  second  card,  and 
ask  how  we  can  put  our  money  in  God's  safe. 
This  will  lead  to  a  discussion  of  benevolent 
giving,  and  the  Juniors  will  draw  the  lesson 
that  giving  our  money  to  the  church,  the  Sun- 
day-school, Christian  Endeavor  and  missionary 
work,  is  putting  it  in  God's  safe. 

The  third  card  will  teach  us  a  lesson  of  mak- 
ing our  every-day  work  a  service  to  God  ;  by 
doing  it  cheerfully  and  well  we  are  putting  a 
rich  treasure  into  God's  safe. 

The  fourth   card  will  bring  out  the  lesson

that  we  can  make  our  play  and  amusements  of 
service,  because  they  will  help  to  make  us 
strong  for  the  work  we  have  to  do. 

But  the  thing  God  w^ants  most  is  our  hearts. 
Here  show  the  picture  of  the  heart,  and  bring 
out  the  thought  of  consecrating  ourselves  to 
God  and  placing  our  hearts  in  his  safe  keep- 
ing. 

Let  the  thought  of  the  prayer  service  be 
that  God  will  help  us  to  give  ourselves  unre- 
servedly to  him.

A  Blackboaed  Lesson. 

Make  the  lesson  talk  short,  and  illustrate  it 
by  drawing  a  large  rock  on  the  blackboard.

After  the  reading  of  the  lesson  let  each 
Junior  rise  and  tell  his  story  about  David.

Make  a  long  brace  on  the  blackboard,  and 
before  it  write  the  word  "  David."

A  TEIP  UP  THE  CONGO. 
Ps.  72 :  8-11. 
(FoEEiGN  Missions.) 

Draw  an  outline  of  the  western  coast  of 
Africa,  and  another  of  the  Congo  River  run- 
ning west  and  south.  The  country  surround- 
ing the  Congo  is  dense  forests,  and  the  scenery 
along  the  river  is  beautiful  in  the  extreme. 
High  rocks,  covered  with  vines  and  shrubbery, 
with  valleys  and  hills  dotted  here  and  there 
with  the  rude  villages  of  the  natives,  make  the 
ascent  of  the  river  an  ever-varying  pleasure. 

Many  tribes  of  Africans  or  negroes  are 
found  in  our  trip  up  the  Congo,  some  peaceful 
and  friendly,  others  warlike  and  almost  sav- 
age. 

The  following  brief  sketches  are  character- 
istic and  descriptive  of  the  people  as  we  should 
find  them  in  a  trip  up  the  Congo. 

We  come  to  a  native  African  village, 
squalid  and  mean-looking,  surrounded  by 
children,  chickens,  and  pigs,  and  encircled  by 
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little  fields  which  are  cultivated  by  the 
women.  Some  of  these  women  are  slaves ; 
others  are  free-born.  If  the  mother  is  a  slave, 
the  children  will  be  slaves.  The  brothers  and 
uncles  on  their  mother's  side  can  sell  the 
women  and  children  to  cancel  their  debts. 
The  men  usually  have  more  than  one  wife,  and 
this  often  leads  to  much  unhappiness.  The 
women  in  this  part  of  Africa  are  not  looked 
down  upon  quite  so  much  as  they  are  in  some 
other  parts.  They  have  some  privileges  not 
accorded  to  the  women  of  some  other  tribes. 
The  husband  will  often  assist  in  the  work, 
keep  the  fires,  and  cook  the  beans,  and  some- 
times care  for  the  children.  He  also  builds 
the  houses,  and  carves  wooden  bowls  from 
which  they  eat. 

Among  these  people  there  is  no  sound  so 
unutterably  sad  as  the  wailing  for  the  dead. 
When  a  man  dies,  his  wife  must  lie  day  and 
night  beside  the  corpse  until  it  is  buried,  which 
is  sometimes  a  week  or  ten  days.  Then  for 
one  month  she  must  sleep  on  a  mat  on  the 
ground,  with  a  block  of  wood  for  a  pillow  and 
a  couple  of  yards  of  calico  for  a  covering. 
Every  sunrise  and  sunset  she  goes  out  and 
wails  for  the  dead. 

These  women  are  slaves  to  fashion  as  well 
as    superstition.     They    wear    immense    coils 
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about  their  necks ;  and  a  string  of  beads  is 
placed  on  the  neck  of  a  babe ;  and  to  this  are 
added  year  after  year  more  beads,  shells, 
beans,  etc.,  being  stuck  on  with  red  clay,  till 
by  the  time  the  child  is  grown  up  the  weight 
of  this  often  exceeds  twenty  pounds.  While  a 
woman  wears  a  garment  made  of  two  yards 
of  calico,  her  ears,  arms,  and  ankles  are  loaded 
with  rings.  She  can  talk  of  her  pigs  and  goats, 
but  knows  nothing  about  her  soul. 

An  African  woman  loves  her  little  ones,  and 
in  her  way  is  kind  to  them.  She  will  often 
say  to  the  missionaries  that  she  is  glad  to  have 
her  children  hear  the  "  sweet  message." 

When  the  little  African  child  opens  his  eyes 
to  the  light  of  the  world,  he  finds  only  a  bed 
of  leaves  on  the  floor  by  the  side  of  a  smoking 
fire ;  and  he  is  fed  with  gruel  made  with  sweet 
beer.  When  a  babe  is  two  or  three  days  old, 
it  is  tied  on  the  back  of  its  mother  or  some 
child.  Its  face  is  rarely  if  ever  washed,  and 
often  its  whole  body  will  be  covered  with 
sores.  All  weakly  children  die  early.  The 
child's  chief  amusements  are  imitating  its 
mother's  work. 

The  teaching  of  these  children  is  utterly  void 
of  anything  good  or  pure.  They  are  taught 
from  the  earliest  age  to  lie  and  steal  and  other 
practices   too   evil   to   mention.      Their  little 
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hearts  are  ruled  by  fear,  not  love.  If  they 
hear  a  bird  cry  at  night,  they  believe  it  an  evil 
spirit.  They  dare  not  go  out  in  the  woods 
alone  for  fear  some  one  will  catch  them.  Often 
the  father  threatens  to  shoot  them ;  then  they 
must  keep  in  hiding  until  his  anger  is  cooled 
olf.  When  a  little  boy  is  ten  3^ears  old,  his 
real  hardships  begin.  He  must  carry  loads, 
accompany  his  relatives  on  long  journeys, 
tramp  through  the  hot  sun  day  after  day,  and 
sleep  out-of-doors  in  the  cold  and  wet. 

One  of  the  saddest  things  about  child  life 
there  is  that  there  is  nothing  in  prospect  for 
them  but  to  grow  to  be  what  their  fathers  and 
grandfathers  were  before  them. 

The  missionaries  who  are  at  work  along  the 
Congo  find  these  little  children  very  responsive 
to  the  teachings  of  Christ  and  the  gospel. 
One  missionary  says :  "  How  you  would  enjoy 
hearing  these  little  tots  sing  I  It  is  worth  liv- 
ing in  Africa  just  to  feel  that  in  these  children 
is  dawning  a  new  era." 

Many  schools  for  women  and  girls  have  been 
established  in  west  central  Africa,  also  kinder- 
garten schools. 

Teach  Psalm  2  :  7,  8,  for  a  memory  passage.

(CONSECEATION  MEETING. ) 

A  Blackboaed  Lesson. 

We  will  make  a  chalk-talk  of  this  lesson, 
and  begin  by  drawing  two  roads.  Start  the 
roa-ds  near  the  bottom  of  the  blackboard,  and 


draw  them  side  by  side  about  half-way  up ; 
then  turn  one  to  the  left  and  the  other  to  the 
right.     At  the  end  of  the  rio^ht-hand  road  draw

two  gates,  and  between  them  a  cross  with  lines 
radiating  toward  the  road  ;  and  at  the  end  of 
the  left-hand  road  draw  a  deep  pit. 

The  talk  may  be  in  the  form  of  a  story  of 
how  two  young  men  had  started  on  a  journey. 
For  quite  a  while  they  went  along  together ; 
the  road  was  straight  and  very  pleasant ;  but 
after  a  while  the  roads  divided,  and  one  turned 
to  the  right,  the  other  to  the  left. 

Now  the  young  men  had  quite  an  argument 
when  they  came  to  this  place  where  the  roads 
divided  ;  one  wanted  to  turn  to  the  left,  while 
the  other  wanted  to  turn  to  the  right ;  and,  as 
they  could  not  agree,  they  parted  company, 
each  going  his  own  way.  (Make  figures  of  two 
men,  one  going  to  the  right,  the  other  to  the 
left ;  then  lead  the  Juniors  to  name  some  of 
the  fruits  of  a  good  life;  and,  as  they  are 
named,  write  them  along  the  right-hand  road, 
and  in  the  same  way  bring  out  the  fruits  of  an 
evil  life,  and  write  them  on  the  left-hand 
road.) 

The  following  questions  will  serve  to  bring 
out  some  of  the  teachings. 

How  many  of  us  have  started  on  this 
road? 

Have  we  come  to  the  turning-place  ? 

Which  way  do  we  want  to  turn  ? 

When  should  we  make  our  choice  ? 
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Do  not  attempt  the  artistic  in  your  black- 
board work ;  but  draw  only  the  essential  lines 
of  the  figures,  and  appeal  to  the  child's  imag- 
ination to  complete  the  picture.

CONSECEATING  THE  LORD'S  HOUSE. 

1  Kings  8  :  22-30. 
A  Story. 

Once  upon  a  time  there  were  two  boys  who 
were  about  to  go  to  the  king's  house.  Now 
the  king  lived  in  a  magnificent  palace  that  had 
about  it  beautiful  trees  and  flowers ;  and  in- 
side the  floors  were  white  and  clean  and  the 
windows  of  the  most  delicate  glass. 

The  boys  were  very  glad  to  go  to  the  king's 
house,  nor  did  they  feel  afraid,  because  they 
had  heard  that  the  king  was  a  very  good  man, 
and  loved  little  children  very  dearly. 

When  they  arrived  at  the  king's  house,  one 
of  the  boys  cleaned  his  shoes  very  neatly, 
dusted  his  cap,  and  entered  very  quietly.  The 
other  boy  was  in  such  a  hurry  to  see  what 
was  inside  that  he  went  dashing  up  the  marble 
steps  without  giving  a  thought  to  his  soiled 
shoes  or  how  he  might  look.  The  first  boy 
after  entering  the  king's  house  sat  down  very 
quietly,  and  listened  to  the  king's  servant  who 
was  giving  a  message  from  the  king ;  but  the 
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second  boy  did  not  seem  to  care  anything  about 
the  message,  and  was  noisy  and  rude.  He 
scuffled  his  feet  about,  making  much  noise  and 
soiling  the  floor ;  then  he  rolled  up  some  paper 
wads,  and  threw  them  at  the  other  boy  ;  and, 
not  quite  satisfied  with  this,  he  even  ventured 
to  throw  one  at  the  king's  servant. 

Soon  he  grew  tired  of  this,  and  began  to 
search  in  his  pockets  to  see  whether  he  had 
anything  else  to  play  with.  He  found  some 
beans,  and  began  throwing  them  at  the 
windows,  and  broke  some  of  the  beautiful 
glass ;  then  he  found  some  peanuts,  and  ate 
them,  throwing  the  shells  on  the  floor,  and 
kept  whispering  and  laughing  and  spoiling  the 
beautiful  home  of  the  king;  and,  besides  be- 
ing rude  and  ungentlemanly,  he  failed  to  hear 
the  beautiful  message  from  the  king,  while 
the  other  boy  had  been  good  and  listened  to 
all  the  king's  servant  had  said  ;  and,  when  he 
went  home,  he  told  his  mother  that  the  king 
had  said  in  his  message  that  he  loved  them 
and  was  going  to  bring  them  all  to  live  in  a 
beautiful  mansion  where  they  would  never 
have  to  sorrow  or  toil  as  they  did  now. 

The  second  boy  did  not  have  any  happy 
message  to  take  home,  for  he  had  not  heard 
it. 

After   tlie   story   has   been    read,  lead   the 
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Juniors  to  see  that  these  two  boys  were  like 
many  children  going  to  church.  The  church 
is  the  king's  house,  and  the  first  boy  was  like 
those  who  come  for  a  good  purpose  and  to 
listen  to  God's  message ;  the  second,  like  those 
who  are  careless  and  do  everything  to  spoil 
God's  house  and  disturb  the  meetings. 

Teach   the   following   verse   as   a   memory 
gem: 

"  What  kind  of  a  church  would  my  church  be 
If  every  member  was  just  like  me  ?  " 


Children  are  very  fond  of  short,  bright  stories, 
and  it  is  a  good  plan  to  keep  a  supply  on  hand  ; 
and,  if  your  Juniors  become  restless,  try  the 
effect  of  reading  one  to  them.

A  Blackboard  Lesson. 

Make  two  large  braces  on  the  blackboard  : 
before  one  of  them  draw  or  fasten  some  pic- 
tures of  the  heads  of  old  men  ;  before  the 
other,  some  heads  of  young  men.

After  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  lesson  ask 
the  Juniors  which  they  think  could  give  the 
best  advice,  young  men  or  old  men.  They 
will  doubtless  tell  you  the  old  men. 
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Divide  the  society  into  two  parts,  giving 
one  tlie  brace  with  the  old  men,  the  other  the 
brace  with  the  young  men.  Ask  the  first  to 
name  good  advice  which  will  help  us  to  do 
right,  and  the  other,  bad  advice  which  makes 
us  go  wrong.  Then,  as  one  side  suggests 
something,  write  it  in  its  brace;  then  give 
the  other  side  a  chance,  and  so  proceed  until 
the  braces  are  filled. 

Make  clear  the  thought  tliat  King  Reho- 
boam  slighted  the  counsel  of  the  old  men,  and 
took  counsel  of  the  young  men,  and  added 
burdens  to  the  already  burdened  people.  So 
it  is  with  us;  if  we  follow  the  counsel  and  ad- 
vice of  our  parents  or  those  who  are  older,  we 
are  sure  to  do  right  and  make  our  lives  useful ; 
w^hile  if  we  follow  the  advice  of  our  associates, 
we  shall  be  in  great  danger  of  doing  wrong 
and  spoiling  our  lives  for  all  usefulness.

At  the  right-hand  end  of  the  wall  make 
another  brace,  only  pointing  in  the  opposite 
direction,  and  after  it  the  word  "  Dan  "  and  a 
figure  to  represent  the  golden  calf. 

Emphasize  the  sin  of  turning  away  from  the 
true,  loving  God  who  had  done  so  much  for 
them,  and  turning  to  an  image  of  a  calf,  and 
worshipping  it  instead.  Then  draw  out  the 
thought  of  how  easy  it  is  to  do  this,  and  ask 
the  Juniors  to  name  things  that  turn  us  away 
from  God  and  make  it  easier  to  do  wrong  than 
right.  As  these  are  named,  write  them  be- 
tween the  braces. 

Close  the  lesson  talk  with  the  thought  that 
there  is  One  who  is  ready  to  make  it  easier  to 
do  right  than  wrong.  Draw  a  large  cross 
over  the  work  on  the  blackboard,  and  teach 
the  lesson  that  the  love  of  Christ  in  the  heart 
will  make  us  want  to  do  right  instead  of 
wrong.

GOD'S  KAYENS. 

1  Kings  17  :  5,  6  ;  LuTce  12  :  U- 
(A  Band-of-Meecy  Meeting.) 

Two  weeks  previous  to  this  meeting  ask  the 
Juniors  each  to  write  a  story  about  birds. 
This  alone  will  give  you  ample  material  for  a 
full  meeting.  In  case  you  may  not  have 
enough  to  fill  out  the  Junior  hour  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  will  help. 

How  can  we  protect  our  song-birds  ? 

This  will  lead  to  a  discussion  about  sparing 
the  lives  of  the  birds,  not  shooting  or  other- 
wise injuring  them  for  mere  pastime,  not  rob- 
bing nor  destroying  their  nests  nor  killing 
their  young,  etc. 

How  should  we  care  for  our  winter  birds 
and  those  that  come  to  us  in  the  early  spring  ? 

From  this,  develop  the  thought  of  feeding 
the  birds  when  the  snow  is  on  the  ground  and 
all  their  natural  food  covered  up.  Several 
plans  are  suggested ;  for  instance,  one  lady 
grinds  all  her  stale  bread -crusts,  and  keeps  the 
crumbs  in  a  can,  and  throws  a  handful  out  to 
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the  birds  every  winter  morning.  The  early 
robins  and  large  birds  are  very  fond  of  your 
apple-cores  and  parings,  and  a  choice  morsel 
for  the  sparrows  and  snowbirds  is  a  soup- 
bone  or  a  piece  of  suet  laid  in  the  crotch  of  a 
tree. 

How  should  we  care  for  our  pet  birds  ? 

Be  thoughtful  to  water  them,  and  always 
keep  cuttlebone  or  a  little  sand  in  the  cage. 
Do  not  feed  them  cakes  or  sweets,  but  occa- 
sionally a  morsel  of  apple  or  a  lettuce  leaf. 

We  should  never  wear  birds  on  our  hats. 
This  fashion  has  led  to  the  destruction  of 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  the  beautiful 
birds  of  the  tropics,  until  many  species  are 
quite  extinct.  In  many  cases  the  only  time 
when  these  birds  can  be  captured  is  at  the 
nesting-season,  when  the  mother  bird  is  ruth- 
lessly taken  and  the  3^oung  left  to  starve  and 
die. 


It  is  a  good  plan  to  have  a  Band-of-Mercy 
committee  in  your  Junior  society.  Help  them 
to  secure  clippings  and  bright  bits  of  literature 
about  birds  and  animals.  These  may  often  be 
used  for  supplementary  work.

LESSONS  FliOM  OBADIAH. 

1  Kings  18  :  7-18. 
(Consecration  Meeting.) 

A  Blackboard  Lesson. 

Previous  to  the  meeting  ask  one  of  the 
older  Juniors  to  be  prepared  to  tell  the  story 
of  Obadiah  as  given  in  the  eighteenth  chapter 
of  I  Kings.  This  will  simplify  the  story  of 
the  lesson  and  bring  out  more  prominently  the 
lessons  from  Obadiah. 

Draw  a  large  brace  on  the  blackboard,  and 
in  front  of  it  write  the  words  of  the  topic. 
Then  ask  the  Juniors  to  tell  what  they  have 
learned  from  this  story  of  Obadiah ;  and,  as 
they  name  his  characteristics,  write  them  in 
the  brace.  It  will  contain  such  words  as 
"kind,"  "  thoughtful,"  "obedient,"  "cautious," 
"brave,"  etc. 

How  can  we  consecrate  ourselves  to  the 
Master's  service  as  did  Obadiah  ? 

The  following  is  a  Bible  reading  on  obedi- 
ence, which  can  be  used  to  advantage  in  sum- 
ming up  the  lesson  :

Near  the  top  of  the  blackboard  write  the 
sentence,  "  Which  shall  I  choose  ?  "  Beneath 
this  draw  the  world,  a  cross,  an  anchor,  a 
heart,  and  a  Bible.  On  the  anchor  write  the 
word  ''Faith";  on  the  heart,  the  word 
"  Love."  These  may  be  rudely  and  quickly 
sketched. 

With  these  suggestive  pictures  draw  out  the 
lesson  of  whether  to  choose  the  world  with  all 
its  sin,  pleasure,  and  littleness,  and  live  a  heart- 
less, selfish  life,  or  to  choose  the  cross  of  Christ, 
the  anchor  of  faith,  the  heart  of  love  and  un- 
selfishness, and  the  Bible. 

Draw  three  braces  on  the  blackboard ;  in 
front  of  the  first  print  the  word  "  Ho\v  ?  "  be- 
fore the  second,  the  word  "  When  ? "  and 
before  the  third,  the  word  "  Why  ?"  It  may 
work  out  somethine:  as  follows  :

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Lead  the  Juniors  to  discuss  each  figure  on 
the  blackboard  and  for  what  it  stands. 


Try  holding  your  Junior  meeting  in  some 
quiet,  shady  place  out-of-doors  during  the  hot 
weather.  ISTature  will  furnish  you  with  many 
object-lessons ;  but,  if  a  blackboard  is  used,  a 
small  one  can  be  carried  with  you.

A    DISCOURAGED    PROPHET    UXDER 
A  JUNIPER-TREE. 

1  Kings  19  :  ^-8. 

A  Gift-Lesson. 

Have  one  of  your  committees  meet  with 
you  during  the  week  and  make  gifts  as  fol- 
lows : 

Cut  wings  from  heavy  white  paper  or  light- 
weight cardboard.  To  each  wing  tie  a  small 
branch ;  this  branch  may  be  of  evergreen  to 
symbolize  the  juniper-tree.  On  each  wing 
print  the  reference,  Deut.  31  :  G.     The  branch 


will  represent  our  discouragements  ;  the  wing, 
God's  ever-present  help  in  time  of  discourage- 
ments. 
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Have  the  story  of  the  lesson  read  or  told. 
Emphasize  some  of  Elijah's  characteristics. 
He  had  been  good  and  true  and  brave,  never 
ceasing  in  his  labor  for  God.  He  had  been 
obedient  and  full  of  faith  and  trust ;  but  at 
last  even  his  brave  heart  was  overcome,  and 
he  sat  down  under  the  juniper-tree,  discour- 
aged and  disheartened  and  ready  to  die  ;  but 
God  was  not  ready  for  him  to  die ;  so  he  sent 
an  angel  to  feed  him  and  comfort  him,  and  not 
only  that,  but  he  gave  him  sweet  and  restful 
sleep ;  and,  when  he  awoke,  behold,  there  was 
the  angel  again  with  the  fresh  cake  and  a 
cruse  of  water.  So  Elijah  ate,  and  slept  again ; 
and,  when  he  awakened  this  time,  he  was 
ready  to  go  forth  and  fight  again  for  the 
Lord. 

Pass  the  gifts  among  the  Juniors,  and  have 
them  turn  in  their  Bibles  to  the  reference  on 
the  wings,  and  read  it  in  concert.  Follow  this 
with  an  appropriate  song  and  sentence  pray- 
ers, the  thought  of  which  should  be  that  God 
will  help  us  in  our  moments  of  discouragement 
as  he  helped  Elijah. 


The  gifts  that  accompany  this  lesson  have 
their   distinct    mission,   and    are   prized   very 
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highly  by  the  Juniors.  Each  time  when  you 
give  them  out  suggest  that  they  fasten  them 
up  in  their  rooms  as  a  constant  reminder  of 
the  lesson  they  teach.

UNHAPPY. 

1  Kings  21 :  1-Jf.. 

(CONSECEATION  MEETING.) 

An  Object-Lesson. 

Previously  arrange  with  your  Juniors  for 
each  to  bring  some  choice  fruit  to  this  meet- 
ing. One  may  bring  a  bunch  of  grapes  ;  an- 
other, two  or  three  peaches ;  another,  a  pear,  etc. 
Provide  a  basket  for  the  fruit ;  a  very  pretty 
one  can  be  made  from  a  peach-basket  covered 
and  lined  with  colored  tissue-paper.  As  the 
Juniors  bring  the  fruit,  place  it  in  the  basket, 
and  use  it  for  an  object-lesson. 

The  Juniors  should  be  told  that  the  fruit  is 
to  be  sent  to  those  in  a  hospital  or  to  other 
sick  persons.  Now  have  the  story  of  the  les- 
son read  or  told,  about  how  Ahab  coveted  the 
vineyard  and  became  so  unhappy  about  it  that 
it  made  him  sick  and  disagreeable.  Draw 
from  the  Juniors  the  lesson  that  we  should  be 
just  like  Ahab  if  we  coveted  the  basket  of 
fruit,  and  wanted  to  eat  it  ourselves  instead  of 
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taking  it  to  the  sick.  Tliis  thought  can  be  en- 
larged and  the  lesson  of  covetousness  made 
very  clear.  Other  illustrations  may  be  used  ; 
for  instance,  if  we  see  another  person  have 
something  new  or  pretty  and  want  it  our- 
selves, we  are  covetous.  Ask  the  Juniors 
whether  they  have  wanted  anything  that  they 
saw  some  one  else  have,  or  whether  they  have 
begged  mother  and  father  to  get  them  some- 
thing like  what  some  one  else  had,  and  then 
became  unhappy  because  their  parents  did  not 
feel  that  it  would  be  best  to  get  it. 

Make  clear  the  thought  that  perhaps  more 
people  are  made  unhappy  because  they  want 
and  try  to  get  things  like  what  other  people 
have,  than  in  any  other  way. 

Write  the  ten  commandments  on  the  black- 
board, and  teach  them  for  a  memory  passage. 


If  you  have  few  older  Juniors,  place  each 
committee  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  senior 
society.  This  will  not  only  lighten  3'our  duties, 
but  help  to  interest  the  older  society  in  the 
Junior  work.

HOW  ELISHA  WAS  PKOMOTED. 

2  Kings  2 : 9-15. 

A  Blackboaed  Lesson. 

We  will  make  this  lesson  a  study  of  the 
prophets.  Begin  the  lesson  talk  by  writing 
the  following  questions  on  the  blackboard,  and 
draw  a  brace  after  each. 

1,  What  is  a  prophet  ? 

2.  Who  were  the  Bible  prophets  ? 

When  correct  answers  have  been  given  to 
these,  write  them  in  the  braces.  Ask  the 
Juniors  to  name  some  of  the  Old  Testament 
prophets,  and  write  the  names  on  the  black- 
board. Each  one  may  be  discussed  and  some 
of  his  characteristics  brought  out ;  for  instance, 
Elijah  was  a  good  man,  a  righteous  man,  a 
faithful  man.  He  was  chosen  by  God  to  do  a 
special  work ;  and,  when  he  had  finished  it,  he 
was  taken  to  his  reward  with  a  "chariot  of 
fire  and  horses  of  fire." 

How  may  we  be  promoted  like  Elisha  ? 

Write  this  question  on  the  blackboard,  and 
draw  a  brace  after  it ;  and,  as  the  answers  are 
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given  by  the  Juniors,  write  them  in  the 
brace. 

God's  good  work  goes  on  because  the  mantle 
of  one  good  person  falls  on  another.

HOW  ONE  SIK  LEADS  TO  ANOTHER 

2  Kings  5 :  W-27. 
An  Object-Lesson. 
Make  a  large  heart  of  white  cardboard,  and 
tie  a  cord  in  the  top  by  which  to  hang  it  up. 


Begin  the  lesson  talk  by  telling  a  story  of  a 
little  boy  who  committed  a  sin.     Now  this  sin 
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was  SO  little  and  tiny  that  you  could  hardly 
see  it  or  call  it  a  sin.  (Here  make  a  small  dot 
on  the  white  heart  with  dark-colored  chalk  or 
a  charcoal  pencil.)  Perhaps  it  was  only  a  little 
white  lie,  as  we  sometimes  say  ;  but  anyway  it 
was  a  sin,  and  made  a  tiny  spot  on  his  heart. 

Keep  your  pencil  on  the  spot  as  you  go  on 
with  the  story,  and  draw  a  dark  line  from  that 
spot  to  another  as  you  go  along,  telling  how  it 
was  easier  for  the  boy  to  commit  another  sin, 
and  have  the  Juniors  name  some  other  wrong 
thing  the  boy  did. 

So  proceed  with  the  story,  marking  the  spots 
on  the  heart,  each  one  a  little  larger  than  the 
one  before,  until  it  is  almost  covered  with 
spots. 

This,  if  well  carried  out,  will  teach  clearly 
the  lesson  of  how  one  sin  leads  to  another,  and 
it  may  be  developed  so  as  to  include  the  in- 
fluence of  wrong-doing  on  others. 

Bring  out  clearly  this  thought  of  how  we 
should  stop  at  the  first  sin.  Draw  a  cross  on 
the  blackboard,  and  teach  clearly  that  the  only 
way  to  stop  at  the  first  sin  is  to  let  Christ  into 
our  hearts. 


Have  your  committees  thoroughly  under- 
stand their  duties  as  laid  out  in  the  Junior  con- 
stitution. 
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September  23. 

"THE  LORD  IS  EOUISTD  ABOUT  HIS 
PEOPLE." 

2  Kings  6 :  13-17  ;  Fs.  1^5  :  <2. 

A  Sand-Boaed  Lesson. 

If  you  have  no  sand-board,  you  will  need  a 
large  moulding-board  or  small  table.  It  would 
be  better  with  cleats  around  the  edge,  but  can 
be  used  without.  Also,  have  a  pile  of  clean, 
moist  sand ;  a  number  of  small  crosses,  which 
may  be  made  of  cardboard  or  of  small  sticks 
tied  together  in  the  shape  of  a  cross  ;  several 


pieces   of   cardboard   an   inch   square ;  and  a 
cardboard  or  paper  heart. 

Spread  the  sand  smoothly  on  the  board,  ex- 
cept at  the  edges,  where  it  should  be  heaped  up 
to  represent  mountains.     In  the  centre  of  the 
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board  lay  small  pieces  of  cardboard  ;  these  will 
represent  the  city.  You  are  now  ready  to  be- 
gin the  lesson. 

Have  the  Scripture  carefully  read,  and  after- 
ward by  a  few  well-chosen  questions  draw  out 
the  story.  The  Juniors  will  quickly  picture 
the  scene  of  the  story  on  the  sand-board. 

Elisha's  servant  saw  only  the  enemy  with 
their  thousands  of  horses  and  chariots,  but 
Elisha  saw  the  mountains  filled  with  horses 
and  chariots  of  fire  that  God  had  sent  to  pro- 
tect them. 

Lay  the  heart  in  the  centre  of  the  sand- 
board  ;  scatter  the  crosses  over  the  mountains ; 
and  draw  the  lesson  that  our  lives  are  just  as 
faithfully  protected  as  were  Elisha's  and  the 
Israelites.  For  we  have  the  same  faith  that 
Elisha  had,  and  say  with  him  that  "  they  that 
be  with  us  are  more  than  they  that  be  with 
them." 

Jesus  will  be  so  near  that  nothing  can  harm  us. 

The  following  Bible  reading  on  faith  may 
be  used  to  advantage  to  sum  up  the  lesson.

IN  SOUTH  AFEICA. 

Matt.  ^8 :  ID,  20. 
(Foreign  Missions.) 

The  pledge-card  system  to  raise  missionary 
money  or  cultivate  systematic  giving  lias 
proved  very  successful  in  some  Junior  socie- 
ties. The  following  pledge  may  be  written 
out  on  cards  and  given  to  the  Juniors : 


1  'promise  to  pay,  every  week,  the  sum 
of to  help  support  the  mis- 
sionary iDorlc  in  foreign  lands. 

Signed^ 


The  pledge  may  be  made  to  read  "  month  " 
instead  of  "  week  "  ;  perhaps  some  children  may 
feel  that  they  cannot  give  even  a  cent  a  week, 
but  could  give  two  or  three  cents  a  month. 
The  idea  of  the  pledge  system  is  not  so  much 
to  be  a  means  of  securing  money  as  to  teach 
systematic  giving  among  the  children. 

Send   your   missionary  committee  to  their 
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pastor's  study  to  find  out  something  of  the 
work  in  South  Africa.  One  can  study  about 
the  Zulu  mission  ;  another,  Natal ;  and  another, 
the  Gazaland  mission,  etc. 

Ask  them  to  write  short  papers  on  these  sub- 
jects, or  to  be  prepared  to  tell  some  interest- 
ing things  about  them. 

The  following  are  a  few  suggestions  about 
the  work  in  South  Africa,  which  may  lead  to 
the  discussion. 

Within  the  last  sixty  years  a  marvelous 
change  has  been  wrought  in  Zulaland.  The 
Zulu  language  has  been  reduced  to  writing; 
the  Bible,  hymn-books,  and  Christian  literature 
have  been  provided ;  schools  of  different  grades 
have  been  established  for  boys  and  girls ;  na- 
tive preachers  have  been  raised  up ;  and  there 
are  at  present  in  one  denomination  alone 
twenty-three  churches  with  a  membership  of 
more  than  four  thousand,  presided  over  by  na- 
tive pastors.  Many  other  denominations  have 
been  just  as  energetic  in  their  missionary  work 
in  this  field. 

In  Natal  an  English  colony  has  sprung  up 
where  only  barbarism  prevailed,  and  this  help 
coming  from  other  lands  has  changed  the  out- 
look for  all  South  Africa. 

Thousands  of  people  are  hungry  for  the 
truth    of    the    gospel.      They   will   come   on 
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foot  many  miles  to  hear  the  missionaries 
talk. 

If  you  were  to  visit  Amanzintote,  you  would 
see  a  large  seminary  called  Jubilee  Hall.  It 
stands  upon  a  hilltop,  and  is  approached  by  an 
avenue  of  fir  and  other  large  trees. 

"As  we  went  up  the  avenue,"  writes  Mr. 
Bunker,  "  we  met  groups  of  boys  coming  down 
the  hill  on  their  way  to  work  or  study.  They 
all  lifted  their  hats  in  respect  as  we  passed, 
some  gracefully,  while  some  of  the  new  boys 
gave  them  a  jerk  down  in  front." 

One  boy,  after  seeing  them  nurse  a  very 
sick  boy  for  six  weeks,  exclaimed,  "  Now  I 
know  what  the  love  of  Jesus  means ; "  and 
another  poor  boy  who  was  taken  sick  walked 
miles  to  get  back  to  Jubilee  Hall,  because  they 
would  be  so  good  to  him. 

These  little  boys  are  taught  the  Bible,  and 
then  go  to  the  outstations  to  teach  the  people 
who  cannot  read,  but  who  want  to  know  about 
the  Saviour.  One  little  boy  leads  a  blind 
preacher  to  another  village.  One  deacon  sends 
word  that  he  cannot  go  to  his  preaching-place 
on  a  certain  Sunday ;  so  two  Jubilee  boys  take 
that  service. 

These  incidents  will  give  us  some  idea  of 
how  these  people  are  hungering  and  thirsting 
after  the  gospel.

(CONSECEATION   MEETING.) 

A  Gipt-Lesson. 

Arrange  with  the  boys  of  your  society  to 
meet  with  you  and  make  some  bows  and  ar- 
rows, one  for  each  Junior.     The  bow  should

be  made  of  a  flexible  twig  or  stick  about  seven 
or  eight  inches  long,  and  a  common  cord  can 
be  used  for  a  bowstring.

HOW  WE  SHOULD  DO  OUR  HOME-MIS- 
SIONARY WORK. 

2  Chron.  31 :  '21, 
(Home  Missions.) 

A  Blackboard  Lesson. 

Near  the  top  of  the  blackboard  write  the 
questions, 

What  is  missionary  work  ? 

What  is  home-missionary  work  ? 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  discuss  these  questions 
thoroughly.  If  this  is  done,  it  will  bring  out 
the  different  phases  of  missionary  work,  such 
as  slum  work,  visiting  the  poor,  prison  work, 
being  kind  to  unfortunate  people,  Sunday- 
school  missions,  etc. 

Make  clear  the  thought  that  every  little 
child  can  do  home-missionary  work. 

Have  one  of  the  Juniors  tell  the  story  of  the 
good  Samaritan,  and  make  clear  the  thought 
that  he  was  a  missionary  in  the  truest  sense  of 
the  word. 

Also  teach  that  we  should  not  be  looking 
out  for  great  things  to  do  along  the  line  of 
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missionary  work,  but  to  do  the  little  things 
that  come  to  us  day  after  day  ;  and,  if  we  are 
faithful  in  doing  these,  Grod  will  lead  us  to  the 
larger  things. 

Home-missionary  work  means  doing  and 
giving. 

Draw  a  heart  on  the  blackboard,  and  in  it 
print  the  words,  "With  All  My  Heart." 
Teach  that  this  is  the  way  Christ  did  his  mis- 
sionary work,  and  the  way  he  would  have  us 
do  ours. 

It  would  be  a  splendid  idea  to  lay  some  plans 
for  home-missionary  work,  such  as  may  be  sug- 
gested by  your  surroundings  or  the  needs  of 
your  town  or  community.  It  may  be  no  more 
than  visiting  the  aged,  and  singing  some  bright 
songs,  or  carrying  flowers  to  the  sick,  or  pro- 
viding some  destitute  child  with  suitable  cloth- 
ing so  that  he  may  attend  Sunday-school  and 
the  Junior  meetings. 

Let  the  central  thought  of  this  lesson  be  that 
of  practical,  loving  service  to  the  needy  who 
are  about  us. 


The  flower  committee  should  be  one  of  the 
most  active  in  your  society.  Flowers  always 
bring  a  message,  and  should  grace  the  room  at 
every  Junior  meeting.  Children  and  flowers 
should  never  be  separated.

^  Chron,  16 :  9. 
(Consecration  Meeting.) 

An  Object-Lesson  and  a  Blackboard 
Lesson. 

If  possible,  secure  a  reading-glass  or  a  small 
magnifying-glass  to  use  in  illustrating  the 
lesson. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read, 
pass  the  glass  among  the  Juniors ;  or,  if  your 
society  is  small,  have  the  Juniors  come  for- 
ward to  the  table  and  look  at  blemishes  on 
their  hands  through  the  glass.  This  will  show 
how  unsightly  many  things  are  that  we  cannot 
see  with  the  naked  eye,  and  that  God  sees  us 
as  we  see  through  the  magnifying-glass,  with 
all  the  blemishes  and  ugliness  standing  out. 
Lead  the  Juniors  to  see  how  very  unsightly 
we  must  look  when  we  have  been  doing  wrong 
and  covering  our  characters  with  the  blemishes 
of  sin. 

Draw  a  pair  of  eyes  near  the  top  of  the 
blackboard;  and,  as  the  Juniors  name  things 
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that  God  sees  in  our  lives,  good  as  well  as  bad, 
write  them  beneath.  Have  the  following 
Bible  references  found  and  read  by  the  Jun- 
iors. They  will  lead,  no  doubt,  to  the  thought 
that  God's  eyes  are  upon  us  at  all  times.

WHAT  LIYINGSTONE  DID  FOR 
AFRICA. 

2  Cor.  6 :  J,.-7. 
(FoEEiGN  Missions.) 

A  Sand-Board  Lesson. 

In  preparing  for  this  lesson,  carry  out  to 
some  extent  the  map  lesson  as  suggested  for 
February  25.  Small  branches  may  be  stuck 
in  the  sand  to  represent  the  forests,  and  tin- 
foil may  be  used  for  the  river.  Flowers,  stones 
and  moss  may  be  used  in  arranging  the  scenery. 
Have  some  of  the  Juniors  make  some  native 
huts  out  of  dry  moss.  These  can  be  clustered 
along  the  banks  of  the  river. 

Two  or  three  weeks  previous  to  the  meeting, 
set  your  Juniors  to  studying  about  Livingstone. 
Much  can  be  found  out  about  him  in  encyclo- 
paedias and  many  books  that  have  been  written 
about  his  life.  With  the  facts  that  the  Jun- 
iors will  gather,  start  them  on  the  journey 
Avith  Livingstone,  using  the  sand-board.  Let 
one  of  your  bright  boys  represent  Livingstone, 
and  another,  Stanley,  who  went  in  search  of 
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him.  Provide  each  of  these  boys  with  a  group 
of  men,  one  of  each  group  white,  and  the  others 
black  to  represent  the  natives  who  so  faithfully 
guided  and  aided  these  men  in  their  explora- 
tions ;  and,  as  the  Juniors  bring  out  the  de- 
tails of  their  travels,  the  boys  will  move  their 
men  along  the  routes  that  were  taken.  Be 
prepared  to  tell  incidents  and  interesting  facts 
about  these  men  and  their  wonderful  mission. 

This  plan  can  be  modified  or  varied  in  such 
a  way  as  to  be  adapted  to  your  own  society, 
and  may  be  made  very  interesting  and  helpful. 
The  one  great  thought  to  be  impressed  is,  that 
Livingstone  opened  the  way  for  all  Christian 
work  that  has  been  done  in  Africa,  or  will  be 
done  for  all  time  to  come. 

Make  a  brace  on  the  blackboard  ;  then  have 
the  Juniors  draw  lessons  from  Livingstone's 
character,  and  write  them  in  the  brace.

THE  STORY  OF  EZRA. 

Ezra  7 :  6-10. 

A  Pledge  Meeting. 

Write  the  pledges  on  the  blackboard  in 
sections,  somethino^  as  follows : 


Trusting  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for 
strength^  I  promise  him  that  I  will  strive 
to  do  whatever  he  would  like  to  have  me  do. 


I  mil  pray  and  read  the  Bible  every 
day.

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Study  with  the  Juniors  each  section  sepa- 
rately. Urge  them  to  ask  questions  and  to 
name  any  part  of  the  pledge  that  has  been 
hard  for  them  to  keep. 

As  far  as  you  can,  make  clear  every  clause 
as  you  go  along. 

The  following  suggestions,  if  given  to  the 
Juniors,  may  help  them  about  keeping  their 
pledge. 

There  is  a  trite  saying,  "  Out  of  sight,  out  of 
mind."  This  is  especially  true  regarding  chil- 
dren ;  so  urge  your  Juniors  to  frame  their  little 
pledge  cards.  It  would  be  an  excellent  plan 
to  have  them  meet  with  you  some  afternoon  or 
evening  for  this  purpose.  The  cards  may  be 
framed  in  passe-partout,  or  pretty  and  inex- 
pensive frames  may  be  made  of  colored  card- 
board or  celluloid.  These  should  be  hung  up 
in  the  home  where  they  will  catch  the  eye 
many  times  a  day. 

Another  good  plan  is  to  write  the  pledge 
every  morning  just  after  breakfast.  This  will 
be  a  reminder  of  the  daily  Bible-reading  and 
prayer. 

If  possible,  have  the  pledge  read  by 
the  Juniors  in  concert  at  every  meeting, 
or  at  least  at  every  consecration  meet- 
ing.

THE  STORY  OF  NEHEMIAH. 

mh.  2 : 1-8, 

(CONSECKATION   MEETING.) 

A  Blackboard  Lesson. 

Let  the  story  of  the  lesson  be  told  some- 
thing as  follows  : 

Nehemiah  was  cup-bearer  to  King  Arta- 
xerxes,  then  king  of  Persia.  The  Hebrews  were 
few  in  number  because  they  had  been  through 
many  fierce  battles,  and  had  had  a  great  deal 
of  sorrow  and  misfortune.  They  had  now 
come  to  Jerusalem,  but  found  it  with  its  walls 
torn  down  and  almost  a  mass  of  ruins. 

Nehemiah  wanted  to  go  back  and  help  his 
people  rebuild  the  walls  and  gates  of  the  city 
he  left ;  so  he  asked  the  king  to  let  him  go. 
He  was  not  sure  that  the  king  would  be  will- 
ing to  have  him  go ;  but  the  queen  was  sitting 
beside  the  king  when  he  asked,  and  perhaps 
she  had  something  to  do  with  the  king's  kind- 
ness in  granting  Nehemiah's  request. 

Nchemiah  found  everything  at  Jerusalem  in 
a  desolate  condition ;  but  he  had  a  great  deal 
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of  courage,  and  soon  inspired  the  people  to  en- 
thusiasm in  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  city. 
It  did  not  all  go  smoothly,  for  some  enemies 
came  and  tried  to  tear  down  what  they  were 
building;  but,  nothing  daunted,  Nehemiah  went 
bravely  on,  and  soon  their  work  was  accom- 
plished, and  God's  people  were  happy  again. 

Nehemiah  reinstituted  the  Sabbath  day,  and 
also  the  custom  of  giving  to  the  Lord.  He  re- 
stored worship  to  the  true  God. 

Now  we  can  see  what  one  good  man  did. 
(Here  ask  the  Juniors  to  name  some  of  Nehe- 
miah's  characteristics  ;  and,  as  they  are  named, 
write  them  on  the  blackboard.)  Write  the 
question,  "What  lessons  may  we  learn  from 
this  good  man  ?  "  After  it  make  a  brace,  and 
fill  it  with  the  answers  as  they  are  given. 


Never  try  to  manage  the  Junior  society  by 
harsh  means  or  scolding.  You  must  win  them 
to  yourself  with  love  and  kindness  before  you 
can  hope  to  win  them  to  Jesus  Christ. 
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December  9. 
PEAYING,  WOEKING,  WATCHING. 

JS'eh.  ^  /  7-9. 
A  Sai^d-Board  Lesson. 

Prepare  your  sand-board  as  suggested  in 
the  lesson  for  September  23,  representing  the 
city  of  Jerusalem  by  the  small  squares  of  card- 
board, and  around  this  make  a  wall  of  pebbles 
or  small  stones.  At  each  gate  place  a  danger- 
signal,  which  may  consist  of  a  piece  of  red 
cardboard  about  an  inch  square  fastened  to  a 
stick  about  four  inches  long.  Just  outside  the 
gates  place  small  crosses.  These  may  be  made 
of  cardboard  or  sticks  tied  in  the  shape  of  a 
cross. 

Have  the  lesson  read  slowly,  and  draw  out 
the  story  as  it  is  being  read.  The  danger- 
signals  indicate  that  the  enemy  is  near,  and 
that  there  is  danger  ahead.  The  crosses  rep- 
resent the  watches  that  were  set  before  the 
gates.  Now  apply  these  illustrations  and  les- 
sons to  your  lives.  Each  one  of  us  is  building 
up  a  character  day  by  day,  and  there  is  an 
enemy  abroad  in  the  land  who  is  trying  to 
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overthrow  our  buildings.  If  we  would  guard 
our  characters,  we  must  set  a  watch  before 
them.  Now  draw  from  the  Juniors  just  the 
best  kind  of  a  watch  we  can  have  to  guard  the 
work  of  character-building  that  we  are  carry- 
ing on.  They  will  tell  you  that  Christ  is  the 
best  watch,  as  has  been  suggested  by  the  cross 
on  the  sand-board ;  but,  if  we  want  Christ  to 
guard  our  lives,  we  must  first  ask  him. 

This  will  bring  in  the  lesson  of  prayer ;  so 
we  have  three  lessons  ;  working  to  fit  ourselves 
for  usefulness,  praying  to  God  to  give  us  Jesus 
Christ  for  our  guard,  and  trusting  through  it 
all  that  we  are  saved  with  Jesus  to  watch  us. 

Let  the  thought  of  the  prayer-service  be  that 
we  must  ever  pray,  and  work,  and  trust  Jesus 
to  keep  watch  of  the  enemy. 

Lay  your  plans  for  the  Christmas  meeting. 


If  your  Juniors  are  timid  about  making 
audible  prayers,  suggest  that  they  each  begin 
their  prayers  in  a  certain  way,  for  instance, 

*'  Dear  Jesus,  help  us "  or,  "  Dear  heavenly 

Father,  make  me "  and  never  fail  to  tell 

them  that  they  are  praying  to  Jesus,  not  to 
you  or  others  in  the  room.

This  being  so  near  the  Christmas  season, 
and  every  child's  mind  so  full  of  the  thought 
of  giving,  it  would  be  an  excellent  idea  to  use 
this  lesson  to  direct  the  spirit  of  giving  into 
the  proper  channels.  The  following  questions 
and  suggestions  may  help  to  do  this  :

Suggest 
that  these  may  be  cut  from  magazines  or  pic- 
ture cards  and  brought  in  a  box  ;  also  arrange 
with  some  of  the  Juniors  to  visit  their  pastor's 
study  and  ask  him  to  contribute  some  of  the 
pictures  he  has  of  Christ  for  the  occasion. 
Send  to  the  United  Society  of  Christian 
Endeavor,  Tremont  Temple,  Boston,  for  Perry 
pictures  of  Christ.  These  are  a  cent  apiece, 
and  for  twenty-five  cents  you  can  get  a  fine 
collection,  all  copied  from  the  great  painters. 
Send  for  these  at  least  two  weeks  before  you 
need  them. 

A  study  of  the  pictures  that  have  been 
brought  to  the  meeting  will  be  the  finest 
lesson  in  commemoration  of  the  Christ-child's 
birthday  that  could  well  be  planned.

Make 
this  strictly  a  memory  meeting  by  reviewing 
the  work  of  the  past  year. 

Ask  each  Junior  to  name  the  lesson  he  liked 
best  and  that  helped  him  most. 

A  very  pretty  object-lesson  to  accompany 
this  topic  can  be  made  by  taking  a  piece  of 
gray  or  dark-colored  cardboard  and  cutting  it  in
